Response to Amendment 

Applicant's Amendment filed February 9, 2009 has been fully considered and 
entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not disclose or reasonably suggest an optical connector system, as 
defined in claim 1 , comprising a biasing arrangement carried by one of the outer 
housing and the further housing cooperating with a biasing arrangement load means 
arranged on the other of the further housing and the outer housing to create an 
application force to form the optical interface in combination with the other limitations of 
claim 1 ; a substrate housing assembly, as defined in claim 1 1 , wherein the biasing 
arrangement is carried by one of the outer housing and the further housing cooperating 
with a biasing arrangement load means arranged on the other of the further housing 
and the outer housing to create an application force to form the optical interface in 
combination with the other limitations of claim 11 ; or an optical connector system, as 
defined in claim 13, comprising a first lifter element, a first locking element, a second 
lifter element and a second locking element cooperating as defined in the claim and 
wherein the spring element is adapted to cooperate with the protrusion and the spring 
element extends between an inner surface of the outer housing and an outer surface of 
the insert housing in combination with the other limitations of claim 1 3. Claims 2-1 0 
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depend from claim 1 , claim 1 2 depends from claim 1 1 , and claim 1 4 depends from claim 
13.
